“Fhey then mariage to work an- 
other week or so and again seek compen- 
sation. 

We continue making laws, on a city, 
State and national basis, which do not at

A fourth fact, and a sad one, is that of 
the unemployed a good two thirds are not 
really worth employing, save in emergency 
or odd-job situations. They are not trained. 
They are lacking in education. They have 
come from failing farms where they knew 
how to farm badly and are trying to com- 
pete in an increasingly industrial society 
which demands skills.

We are seeing gather in the cities thou- 
sands of unskilled, untrained, uneducated 
persons who look to the Government for 
help and who, to tell the truth, cannot look 
anywhere else. To neglect this problem, to 
fail to provide some work plan to take up 
this slack, is to create a cahcer which not 
merely could, but would, become malignant 
should the nation encounter depressed eco- 
nomic months. 

lt would seem to us the system of com- 
pensation should be changed and that some 
form of public works be available so that 
unemployed might be put to producing in 
times of unemployment for a period of 13 
weeks while other co-ordinating agencies 
seek first to train them to higher skills and 
secondly to find them jobs.

We Ought To Be Ready 


The statement by Gen. Omar Bradley, 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, that 
Russia could throw 500 divisions into com- 
bat within a short time is information that 
ought to have a sobering effect upon those 
who are planning this nation’s defense 
strategy. 

Gen. Bradley told the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee Russia now has 175 
divisions for combat, can raise that to 
300 divisions within 60 days and to 500 
divisions within a “few months.” 

Gen. Bradley was thumping for an ap- 
propriation to help arm Western Europe. 
His testimony, it seems to us, also lends 
powerful support to those who are con- 
tending that strategic bombing alone can- 
not win the next war for this country. 

A division comprises on an average of 
about 15,000 men. Five hundred divisions 
would give Russia an overwhelming army 
of 7,500,000 men. With such a force it 
could overrun Western Europe and be pre- 
pared to jump to the North American con- 
tinent or to South America.

There is only-one hope. The Soviet 
Communists must succeed where the West 
and the Chinesé Nationalists failed. They 
must provide more rice, more jobs, more 
clothing, more goods—or else the Canton- 
ese will turn against the new masters with 
equal antagonism.

But Western Europe 
could hardly be expected to turn the tide 
against such overwhelming odds without 
quick assistance from this country. There 
would be no time to build a new naval 
force for that purpose.

At Last, the Law Looks at Motor Scooters 


In Valdosta Times 


At long last instructions have been issued to the State Highway Patrol to do something about 
checking up on motor scooters, motor bicycles and the similar other power-driven vehicles that dot 


our streets and highways. 

The law requires that these vehicles be li- 
censed and thgt the operators have driver’s 
licenses. No driver’s licenses can legally be is- 
sued to persons under 16 years of age. 


It is common knowledge that scores, if not © 


hundreds, of operators of these vehicles are un- 
der 16 years of age and that many of them are 
being operated without the formality of licenses 
being issued for the vehicles. 

Not only is it unlawful for driver’s licenses 
to be issued to those under 16 years of age but 
in cases where the operators of such vehicles are 
under 16, the parents are liable to arrest for 
violation of the law. 2 


If the State Highway Patrol is really in 
earnest about enforcing the law with re- 
gard to the operation of these vehicles it 
should mean removing a real menace from 
the streets and highways. Of course, most 
of them are on the streets in our cities and 
towns and not so many of them are to be 
seen on the highways. It is in the towns 
and cities that they are so dangerous. 


Here in Valdosta there have been numerous 
instances of accidents involving these vehicles 
and many of them have been operated by young- 
sters under 16 years of age. 

On several previous occasions this column 
has called attention to the violation of the law 


in regard to these power-driven scooters and I 


. have had a number of persons comment on what 


has been said. Most of the comments have been 
to the effect that the law with regard to these 
scooters should be enforced. However, there have 
been some who have argued that the youngsters 
should be permitted to operate these scooters 
without regard to age. 


For the life of me, I can’t see how any 
parent would permit an under-age youngster 
to own and operate one of these scooters. 
After all, they are motor vehicles and they 
can do a lot of damage when they are oper- 
ated without the care and caution that most 
youngsters can’t be expected to possess. 


Local authorities have been slow to do any- 
thing about enforcing the law with regard to 
these scooters. Why, I do not know, unless it is 
that nobody wants to incur the wrath of some 
fond parent. But there are certain laws regard- 
ing the operation of motor vehicles and they 
should be enforced. 

This is written in the hope that some young- 
ster and some parents will be spared the agony 
that always accompanies an automobile or 
scooter accident. All of us have seen in- 
stances where there has been grave danger of 
serious injury from these scooters and every ef- 
fort should be made to prevent such happenings.

In brief, it is known that Dr. Nourse both advocated even deeper 


cuts in foreign and defense spending than those already being | 


made, and also suggested reductions of expenditure in the social 
welfare field. Since his proposals amounted to advice to the Presi- 
dent that he abandon his entire program, they were hardly likely 
to be received with enthusiasm. 

Indeed, the President himself almost seemed to be answering 
Dr. Nourse’s arguments for economizing on social welfare in the 
following passage of his Labor Day speech at Pittsburgh: 

“The selfish interests say we can’t afford these programs during 
a boom because that would be inflationary. They say we can’t 
afford them during a recession because that would be deflationary. 
They say we can’t afford them during a war because we are too 
busy with defense, and we can’t afford them in time of peace be- 
cause that would discourage business.” 

For “selfish interests,” read “businessmen.” Recall that Dr. 
Nourse’s strongest arguments for a budgetary balance were the 
danger of inflation and the need to promote business confidence. 
The President’s remarks become pointed indeed. And it even be- 
gins to seem imaginable that this Presidential declaration was what 
led Dr. Nourse to resign. 


Whatever may have been the circumstances of Nourse’s 
decision, his retirement, if it materializes, will probably 
mean two things. First, it will mean a decided change in the 
character of the Economic Advisory Council. Within the Council, 
Dr. Nourse has been a minority, always opposed by his fellow 
Council members, Leon Keyserling and John Clark. But he has 
been a powerful minority. It is difficult to believe that the Presi- 
dent will replace him with another man who is so completely out 
of step with Fair Deal social-political thinking. 


Second, the loss of Dr. Nourse will mean a considerable reduc- 
tion in strength of the Administration’s group which has been fight- 
ing, all this my for budget balancing. Outlays in next year’s 
projected budget are reported to be only about $1,000,000,000 be- 
low this year’s spending. If tax revenue merely remains the same, 
there will again be a deficit of several billions. If this is the best 
that can be done in times of fairly good business, it is pretty clear 
that deficit financing hés now become a permanent habit of the 
Truman Administration. Dr. Nourse’s departure may indeed by re- 
garded as symbolizing this central fact.

D f What makes the position all the more difficult is the 
erense further fact that next year’s budget deficit has only 
been held down by the appalling expedient of cutting the heart, 
liver and lights out of the defense program. Dr. Nourse would 
have had both of the defense program’s legs amputated and — 
arm removed at the elbow.

It is sensed in the presence of the towering Scotsman we used 
to know around here as Sir John Boyd Orr, now Lord Boyd Orr, who has been 
awarded the Nobel Peace Prize for 1949 for his courageous pioneer work to solve 
the world’s food problem and for his equally courageous leadership in the grow- 


nt for world federal government: It is only occasionally in a long and varied life of meet- 
ing hy people that a reporter encounters’ such a spirit, and it is only occasionally that he gets the 
inspiration that came from listening to Sir John as he thought out lou 


about the fundamental prob- 


lem of food for the people of the world, and all it can mean if we will only solve it. 


Simply, yet fascinatingly and vividly, he made 
it the most important single task before the 


world, as it is, and he

enough to eat every day, then it isa hopeless out- 


look for the human race. 


By the same token, as he has said many 
times, if the world can solve this fundamental 
difficulty, then it can go on to solve other 
problems and so save itself, its people and its: 
civilization. As first head of the United Na- 
tions Food and Agricultural Organization, he 
left a monument to himself in that now active 
and effective organization. Likewise he is 
building another monument in his work for 
world federal gevernment te which he now 
devotes himself and for which he will use 
the proceeds of the Nobel Prize. A few weeks 
ago he presided over the Congress of World 
Federalist Organizations at Stockholm. 


By recognizing his endeavors in this field, 
the Nobel Prize Committee has pointed dramat- 
ically to this only sure and certain road to world 
peace, and has given an impetus to the world 
federal government movement. 


When you hear the rugged Scotsman talk 
about the problems of food and of world federa- 
tion you become confident that both can be 
solved, that these are not idle dreams. For there 
is nothing of the theorist about him. He possesses 
that fine combination of common sense and vision 
of one who has come up from the soil and has 
devoted his life to the problems of agriculture 
and nutrition, in which he is a scientist, and, at 
the same time, he is a practical sort of philosopher 
who instills trust by his warm, human approach, 
and by a penetrating wit that quickly recognizes 


had a way of saying that 
if the world could not solve this basic problem 
of making it possible for everybody to have 


the foibles of, human beings. As, for example, 
when he said:. 

“I can get farmers interested in the nutrition 
of their animals because I can prove it returns 


dividends in hard cash. But ] cannot get them 


‘interested in the nutrition of their own bairns, far 


less in the bairns of other folks. Think, man, the 
dividends that can pay in human well-being, in 
lives fulfilled—aye, and in hard cash.” 

He is fully aware of the ways of men and na- 
tions, of how they raise barriers against one an- 
other that hinder development and distribution 
of resources, including food, and aware, too, that 
it is the resulting poverty and hunger that cause 
people to revolt against their condition and cause 
wars. 

“If,” he says, “the governments of the world 
would begin to co-operate to develop the re- 
sources of the world, that would be the first step 
toward world unity and peace.” 


As a practical man he believes this is pos- 
sible, as he has demonstrated by taking up in 
his advanced years—he is now 69—the cause 
of world federal government. When he was 
director of FAO he gave up his British citi- 
zenship and became a citizen of the world so 
that he might have no ties or restraints, just 
as a much younger man, Garry Davis, who 
is also promoting the cause of world citizen- 
= in Paris, gave up his American citizen- 
ship. : 


These, the young man and the older man, are 
the really practical persons in the world today. 
Their objectives are based in plain common sense, 
if the politicians and diplomats would only come 
down out of the clouds of obsolete tradition and 
listen to them, 

It is good that the Nobel Prize has brought 
the staunch Scotsman into our ken again.

It added that, of course, 
she’d need to be vaccinated for yellow fever. 


Chile wanted her inoculated for typhus. 
Colombia said she couldn’t land there un- 
less she was fixed up for typhoid and 
some other plagues I don’t recall at the 
moment. So Mrs. O. called on her doc- 
tor; he gave her a health certificate. Then 
he used both her arms to fill her full of 
assorted serums which left her feeling like 
a sick kitten.

She’d have to get 
her yellow fever shots from the U. S. Public 
Health Service. And also she’d need to get her 
health certificate stamped by the public health 
officer.

When last I heard from her, she was heading 
downtown again to get more passport pictures 
made, because some of these countries she in- 
tends to visit insist on four portraits to paste 
on documents in quadruplicate. 

She’s also got to prove for the benefit of one 
or another of these sovereign nations that she’ll 
not become a public charge; a second one insists 
that she offer proof she’ll -do nothing to earn 
any pesos while within its borders. This’ll take 
a notary public, if not a lawyer, or both.

Babies Learned---

Life begins at 40? Becomes a bore at 


60? 
Rubbish! 


Ends at 65? 


The best gift the elderly men and women of Georgia 
could have been given last week would have been a glimpse 
of an inspiring woman who came to make a scholarly engi- 
neering speech and ended up enchanting all who met her 
with her gentle wit and kindness. | 

Dr. Lillian Gilbreth is 71 years old, and is in all things a great 
contradiction. She looks old-fashioned, and she is as modern as 
tomorrow, vastly impatient with the mid-Victorian gadgets with 
which we surround our lives. She is frail and a little stooped of 


shoulder but she 


everywhere in great swooping air trips, in- 


cluding jaunts to Europe. Her skin is pink and firm, she wears no 
makeup at all, her white hair is pinched back over her honest 
ears, and screwed into a little bun at the nape of her neck. She 
wore no jewelry here, and probably does not bother with it. 

Dr. Gilbreth may be the world’s outstanding caféer woman, lead- 
ing in a field so technical and difficult that few men can equal her 
in the world of engineering. Yet she has mothered and reared 12 
lusty children and has had a happy, vibrant marriage. 

Already possessing a doctorate, she married in her 30s, an age 
considered “late” in that day, and teamed up with her husband in 
a career as well as a family, laughing at the idea that partners in 
life cannot likewise be partners in a profession. 

It was she who first proved that rest periods are important to 
manual labor and that workers become less efficient as they become 
more fatigued. Rest rooms and coffee periods in today’s plants, 
stores, offices have been established because of her crusading zeal 


for conserving human energy. 


Like a dedicated Marie Curie, hard at work on the secret of 
radium with her scientific husband, Pierre, Dr. Gilbreth worked 
at the side of her husband, wedged in graphs and theses with excur- 
sions over the New England countryside in the family car, “Foolish 
Carriage,” admonished the children against vulgarity by calling 
objectionable phrases “Eskimo words,” and taught her step-ladder 
family to take care of each other in the name of “efficiency.” 

Col. Blake Van Leer, President of Tech, told an incident that 
happened in the Gilbreth family long ago, that escaped the book, 


“Cheaper by the Dozen.” 


Several engineering friends had gone 


to spend a weekend with the Gilbreths, and Father Gilbreth, know- 
ing they would make quite a demand on the bathing facilities, 
lighted the gas water heater before he went to bed, to prepare for 


the morning. 


The oldest son, whose job it was to bathe the youngest baby, 
came home at near midnight to discover the water piping hot. 

A few minutes later the household was awakened by wild 
squeals and yowls of fury coming from the baby. 

An investigation proved the adolescent had grabbed the infant 
out of bed and plunked him into the bathtub at midnight, to use 


the water while it was hot. 


It was efficient, Dr. Gilbreth admitted ... but the baby hadn't 
yet learned about time-motion study.

Last year Dorothy sent us a 
box with a note saying, “Please 
make a pumpkin pie with these 
ingredients and report your 
opinion.” The fact that I could 
bake a good pie was to be ex- 
pected so I turned the ox over 
to my husband. Since cooking 
is not exactly one of his virtues 
the recipe got a rough test. The 


result—a perfect pie. No soggy — 


crust, no too stiff or too thin 
filling, and bland flavor! 

We asked how this recipe 
came to be and Dorothy told 
us this research. development 
story. 

“Our laboratory is constantly 
checking the pumpkin pack for 
moisture content, color and tex- 
ture, and in like manner, we 
check it by baking pies. We 
feel that since pumpkin is pri- 
marily sold as a pie ingredient, 
this is the very best test. Last 
year we baked more than 115 
pies, over a period of about one 
month. Since eggs are usually 
costly, we wanted to keep the 
recipe to two eggs. Spicing varies

considerably in different sections 
o: the country, and since dis- 
tribution is nation wide, we felt 
a mildly spiced pie would be 
the best. It is easy for women 
to increase our amounts to suit 
their taste. That’s our recipe de- 
velopment story.” 

Pumpkin pie served warm and 
unadorned is so good but there 
are those who vote for whipped 
cream or cheese toppings. For 
Halloween, Thanksgiving or any 
festive party garnish the pie 
with cheese leaves. Cut them 
from thin slices of cheese as 
follows: First cut a small leaf 
pattern from cardboard. Then 
place the leaf on a thin slice of 
cheese and cut around it with 
a knife. 


CUSTARD PUMPKIN PIE 
2 eggs, slightly beaten 
cups canned pumpkin 
34 cup sugar 
teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
14 teaspoon ginger 
14 teaspoon cloves 
1 2-3 cups evaporated milk, top 
milk or light czeam 
a1 9-inch unbaked pastry shell 
Combiné eggs and pumpkin 
and blend. Mix sugar, salt and 
spices and add to pumpkin mix- 
ture. Blend in evaporated milk. 
Pour into pastry shell. Bake in 
hot oven (425 degrees F.) 15 
minutes. Reduce temperature to 
moderate (350 degrees F.) and 
continue baking 45 minutes or 
until knife inserted in center 
comes out clean. Makes one 9- 
inch pie.
